In some trades and handi- 
crafts no one.is suffered to do more than the least skilful of 
his fellows can do within the hours allotfecTlo the day's labor 
and no one may work out of hours at_aj] or volunteer anything 
beyond the minimum. 1 need not point out now how econom- 
ically disastrous siich a regulation of labor is. 
It is so un- 


profitable to the employer thai in some trades it will presently L 
not be worth his while, to attempt anything at all. lie had 
better stop altogether (hah. operate at an inevitable and in- 
variable loss. The labor of America is rapidly becoming- un- 
profitable under ils present regulation by those who have de- 
te'rtnined to!reduce it to a minimum.- Our economic suprem- 
acy may be lost because the country grows more and more full 
of unprofitable servants."
